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Twining Delivers 
Ike Message to 
Marshal Zhukov 


Visits Fighter 
Base; Russia Displays 
Seven Jet Planes 


MOSCOW UTU. Gen. Nathan F. 
Twining today delivered a per­ 
sonal message from President Ei­ 
senhower to Marshal Georgi K. 
Zhukov and then left Moscow to 
visit a secret Russian fighter base 
at Gubinka 40 miles from Moscow. 
Twining, the U 
S. Air Force 
chief ot staff, visited the Gubinka 
base to inspect the installations. 
But there *as no immediate indi­ 
cation whether he would get a 
close up look at the seven new 
jet planes Russia unveiled Sunday 
on Soviet Air Force Day. 
Twining called on Zhukov, the 
Soviet war minister, at IO a. rn. 
today on the first personal cour­ 
tesy call of his look-see at Russian 
air might and delivered the Presi­ 
dent’! personal thanks for Zhu­ 
kov’s thoughtfulness 
during the 
President’s illness. 
It was understood Zhukov asked 
Twining to relay his renewed best 
wishes to the President “from an 
old soldier and comrade in arm s.” 
The emphasis on the Sunday dis­ 
play was on defense planes but 
the Soviets hinted they may show 
off some of their newest jet bomb­ 
ers later. 
The air show was the highlight 
of the program for Twining and 
other visiting military leaders but 
a five-hour reception given by Zhu­ 
kov gave the visitors more time 
to talk with the Soviets and to hear 
Twining uphold the American arms 
policies. 


What Twining Said 


"We know what war means,” 
Twining said. 
“Our country has 
proved for many years that our 
people are peaceful. 
“We were always late in getting 
started at war. 
We demobilized 
after the last war. 
“Gentlemen, that is what we call 
real disarmament We had to build 
up our armament again at the Ko­ 
rean war and we will not disarm 
again 
until 
we are certain of 
world wide armaments control.” 
Nikita S. Khrushchev, leader of 
the 
Communist 
party, 
toasted 
President Eisenhower at the re­ 
ception as a man of honesty who 
keeps his word. 
Khrushchev flourished his glass 
and proposed “to the health of 
President Eisenhower in the hos­ 
pital.” 


What Khrushchev Said 


“We hold him in our esteem,” 
Khrushchev said 
“It is no secret 
when I say that we do not hold 
some of the colleagues and asso­ 
ciates of file President in high 
esteem. 
“Why is he high in our esteem? 
‘‘His honesty. 
“ When he was commander-in- 
chief he always kept his word. 
This is what makes him great. 
We believe he has the best inten­ 
tions.” 
Earlier, when Twining was in­ 
troduced to Zhukov, the Russian 
asked about the President’s health. 
Twining said that just before he 
left Washington the President call­ 
ed him from the hospital and ask­ 
ed him to convey a personal mes­ 
sage to Zhukov.* He said he would 
call on Zhukov this morning to 
deliver it verbally. 
“I thank you very much,” Zhu­ 
kov said. “I am very touched by 
the message, especially since he 
is sick 
I have the highest re­ 
gard for the President because he 
doesn’t forget his friends. My sin­ 
cere wish is that President Eisen­ 
hower should return to his duties 
as soon as possible. 
“When you see him give him 
my best greetings—greetings from 
an old soldier.”

KANO, Nigeria dip) — A British 
airliner crashed and burned in the 
African forest on takeoff from 
Kano Airport Sunday night, killing 
30 of the 45 persons aboard. 
Minister of Transport Harold 
Watkinson told the House of Com­ 
mons in London that only IO pas­ 
sengers and 5 crewmen survived 
the flaming crash into the trees. 
A spokesman for the British Over­ 
seas Airways Corp. confirmed a 
final total 30 dead. 
The pancake landing onto the 
tree tops saved the survivors. 
The four-engined airliner burst 
into flames when it crashed into 
some trees three miles from Kano 
runway outside this ancient walled 
city of Moslem sheikhs. 
Airport officials said the London- 
bound plane apparently climbed in­ 
to a storm cloud as it labored for 
altitude on takeoff. 
It lost height 
and mushed into the Nigerian for­ 
est.

Barrett said that he could find 
nobody who heard the blast which 
ripped open the safe in th e office.

Here is how they got in: 
The burglars went upstairs on 
the west side of the NuWay build­ 
ing and opened a window to get 
out onto a roof. There, they open- 
I a window, probably using a screw­ 
driver, and entered vacant second 
story rooms formerly occupied by 
the Eldorado Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
They left these rooms and fore­ 
led the lock to enter the offices of 
the Minerva OU Co., w here they 
cut a hole in the floor above tho 
NuWay store. 
From there the burglars descend­ 
ed, presumably by rope, into the 
rear of the men’s departm ent 
During the looting of tim store 
the burglars stopped long enough 
to eat two bananas and drink some 
soda water. 
In the office, Barrett said, they 
attached some kind of explosive, 
thought to be cone-shaped, to the 
safe, and into this putty-like explo­ 
sive they inserted a blasting cap. 
To this they attached a shooting 
wire and ran this to a wall plug 
to blast open the safe, he stated. 
Records were scattered throughout 
the room.

'Fringe
